Around one hundred sacks. of ce- 
ment were taken to the well from 
Wainwright and apparently this. has 
all been placed on the outside of the 
casing so as to hold it in place and 
prevent the escape of the gas from the 
different stratas that were encounter- 
ed. As soon as the cement has set the 
drillers expect to resume drilling with 
the standard tools which are all on 
hand ready for finishing the) hole. 
Whether the company will see fit to 
continue the hole. down deép endugh 
to release the oil which is supposed 
to lie under the gas sands will soon be

OIL COMPANY IS ASKED TO 
DEFENI) DAM AGE ACTION 


Claim has been entered against the 
British Petroleums Ltd, and Tom 
Jones Sugars, the company’s agent, 
for $110.000 damages, failure to com- 
plete oil drilling operations in accord- 
ance with the terms of an agreement 
alleged to have been made with vari- 
ous parties being the grounds. upon. 
which the claim is based, ; 

-L. T. Torgersen, plaintiff in the 
action, alleges that the defendants 
covenanted. with himself and various 
other parties that they would, on or 
' before’ December 1, 1922,. commence 
oil drilling operations at some point in 

Townships 44 or 45, in Ranges 6, 7, or 
the east half of 8, west of the » 4th 
Meridian, in the province of Alberta, 
“and that such oil drilling: operations 
\yuuld be carried on continuously 
thereafter. until each and every hole: 
attempted reached a depth. of 2,500 
feet from the surface; unless commer- 
cial production of oil should -be soon- 
er reached. After completing the 
first hole attempted, plaintiff says. 
the defendants agreed they would pro- 
ceed to drill the second hole within 
six months thereafter, and continually 
prosecute drilling operations until the 
land had been thoroughly prospettad 
for petroleun).

With such a volume of wheat for sale it is inevitable that world, prices 
will tall, especially as some ot! the European nations which in pre-war years 
wero Jarge buyers of wheat are now unable to’ purchase largely: because of 
their depreciated currency and lack of credit. The sale of the 1923 wheat crop at 
a price which will yleld a fair margin of profit to the farmer is, therefore, 
one ot the biggest problems confronting Canada-at the present time. , 


Another problem created by such-a record. crop ws now seems well nigh 
assured is the obtaining of a sufficiently large army of harvest hands to see it 
shed,  Itis estimated that from 50,000 to 60,000 men 
brought into the West for this purpose. With a heavy call 
for farm labor there-is danger of unduly high wages being demanded—that is, 
wages higher than the selling price of the wheat will warrant the farmer pay- 
ing. It would seem, therefore, a wise prceaution for farmers to take to write 
friends and relativés in the East inviting them to come out and assist them 
in the harvest. :

| 


Postal Pool Created to Give Continu- 
ous Employment and Improved 
. Service. 


Among the many problems 
fronting the present Government on 
taking office was the re-establishment 
of returned soldiers, particularly those 
who through disabilities sustained on 
Active Service, were unable to follow 
their previous occupations. 

Especially was this a vital question 
as regards those Departments: which 
require large numbers of employees to 
carry on the work both at Ottawa rnd | 
throughout the Country. 

Since the conclusion of the Great 
War returned soldiers have been giv- 
en, preference in the matter of em- | 
ployment in the Civil Service. 
the most extensive and wide- spread | 
channels of employment has been the 
Post Office Department. 

A great number of returned 
were taken on in the several

Post Offices and other branches of the 
Postal. Service to replace permanent 


‘employees. who left the Postal Ser- 


vice for various reasons. In addition, 
a large number have been afforded 
temporary employment from year to 
year during the holiday period—April 
to October—to relieve members of the 
regular staffs on annual leave. 
Heretofore, temporary men taken 
on for holiday ‘relief ypuroses were, 
with very few exceptions, totally un- 
trained in Post Office work. Moreover 
their services: were dispensed with at 
the end of October—a very unfavor- 
able ‘time of the year owing to the 
difficulty of securing other work. 
From a labour standpoint this 
most unsatisfactory. 
Representations were annually re- 
ceived from numerous organizations 
of all classes asking the Government

A 
proposition has now been approved by 
Postmaster General Murphy whereby 
the annual leave will be spread over 
a period of ten months—February to 
November—instead of six months as 
formerly and by the establishment of 
what is known as a Postal Pool. 

The Postai Pool will constitute a 
permanent relief staff to take care of 
‘annual leave, sick leave, Christmas 
rush work and other ‘emergencies. 
This will meam that a full staff of 
trained employees will be available at 
all times. Also the taking. on of 
green hands at the beginning of each 
holiday season will be eliminated and 
the temporary. help required at Christ- 
mas will be materially reduced. 

The Postal Pool will virtually: pro- 
vide a training ground for Post Off- 
ice employees from which they will be 
drafted to the regular staff as vacan- 
cies occur. All new employees en- 
tering the Service will be first attach- 
ed to the Postal Pool and will be as-

Of the total estimated wheat crop of 
1922, viz., 299,786,400 bushels, 98 pea 
cent. was reported by crop correspon- 
dents as having proved of merchant- 
able quality, the proportion represent 
ing 389,987,000 bushels.. The corres 
ponding ‘figures for. 1921 were 96 per, 
cent., or 288,316,000 bushels out 0! 
300,858,100 bushels. The proportion 
of 98 per cent. for 1922 was higher 
than'in any previous year sinee these 
reports were instituted. in 1909. 

It has been shown that the mer- 
chantable crop of wheat for 1922 was 
289,987,000 bushels. Deducting from 
this figure 11,994,000 bushels to repfe- 
sent loss-in cleaning (3 per cent. o! 
total crop of 399,786,000), and adding 
16,013,000 bushels, the final estimate 
of the “carry over” from. last year and 
estimating 250,000 bushels for imports, 
we get 394,256,000 bushels as the net 
quantity available for distribution 
Placing domestic requirements (seed, 
flour, ‘‘carry over,” ete.) at 100 million 
bushels, the indicated exportable sur- 
plus is 294,256,000 bushels.
